W from es 
rivalries between other nations and 
whole groups of nations lay the bas- 
is for the line-up for the coming 
War. The struggle between France 
and Germany, that between Italy 
and France, and a multitude of 
smaller conflicts, each have the 
smouldering fire of war within them, 
and the events which will fan the 
sparks to a blaze are ahead. The 
shifting of the scene of the greatest 
struggle for markets and re-division 
of colonial fields of exploitation to 
the Pacific ocean brings forward the 
antagonisms between Japanese and 
American imperialisms. These anta- 


pgonisms leading towards a bloody 


clash for control of the Pacific can- 
not be reconciled, even though the 
Wall Street oligarchy finds it possi- 
ble temporarily to make financial 
ventures in China through Japan- 
hands, while manoeuvering 
against Japan and signing a treaty 
with the Nanking butchers which it 
utilizes against Japan. 
War Against Soviet Union 

But of all the rivalries of imperi- 
alist powers, anyone of which may 
under certain circumstances precipi- 
tate the next war, the deepest is 
the antagonism of all the capitalist 
states against the Union of Socialist 
Soviet Republics. The mere existence 
of the Union of Socialist Soviet Re- 
publics is a permanent obstacle to 
the stabilization of world capitalism. 
The diplomacy of all Imperialist 
powers is basically directed toward 
precipitating a bloody war for ‘the 
intended extermination of the worx- 
ers Republic as the means of catas- 
trophic defeat of the * labor 
movement. 

It is «lear that the W words 

*. and peace“ that 
were to entice the masses of 
workers . farmers into the bloody 


| slaughter of the past War were no- 


thing but monstrous, criminal lies. 
The “War to End War” was only 
a preliminary — bigger and bloodier 
wars. Tales of “common culture,“ 

“Democracy,” “International jus- 
tice, “saving civilization,” etc., were 
just so much lying to cover up the- 
greed of the various national oli- 
garchies of capitalists. 

An important part of the prepara- 
tion for the coming war, as in the 
last one, is the doping of the minds 
of the working class and farmers, 
which is being carried on at a larg- 
er scale today than ever before. Just 
as there was an epidemic of “peace 
conferences” preceding the last 
World War, so now the imperialist 
war-makers are holding “disarma+ 
ment conferences,” with their loud 
talk to cover up the feverish in- 
crease of armaments. 

With each new hundred millions 
spent for instruments of imperialist 
murder, the imperialist murderers 
call a “disarmament conference.” 
But each “disarmament conference” 
turns out to be for the purpose of 
strengthening the armies and navies 
of those powers which call the con- 
ference as against those whom they 
are preparing to fight. Each is a 
huge propaganda scheme to drug the 
minds of the masses with dreams 
of. “peace,” so that these masses 
will not rebel when war is made. 

While actuaily engaged in war 
against Nicaragua and in military 
occupation of Haiti and Porto Rico, 
the United States government called 
the Havana Conference of “good 
will,” to promote its intended con- 
quest of Latin-America. With its 
armed forces actively intervening in 
China, the Imperialist Wall Street 
government proposes the .ellogg 
treaty to “outlaw war.” 

At the Geneva Conference “for 
disarmament” the Union of Socialist 
Soviet Republics proposed immeai- 
ate, general and complete disarma- 
ment.. When this was rejected, the 
Soviet delegation offered a modified 
proposal calling for limitation of ar- 
maments, but this too was rejected. 


The furious anger of the imperialist 


diplomats at the Soviet proposals 
was due to the fact that they were 
forced to admit that they had no 


intention to disarm. 


| 


The existence of Capitalism is it- 
self the decisive obstacle to disarma- | 
ment. The hypocritical pretenses | 
that capitalist nations are moving 
toward “disarmament” — is only a 
murderous lie. Disarmament can be 
realized only by the overthrow of 

capitalism, the establishment of the 
dictatorship of the working class. 
“Socialist” and “Pacifist Agents of 


Imperialist War 
Those who engage in spreading 
the illusion that there can be peace 
in a capitalist society are conceal- 
ing and abetting the crime of im- 
perialist wars. The worst criminals 
in spreading this {llusian to blind the 


benefit of the war-makers, are 
clearly those who seek to gain the 
confidence of the workers in the la- ca 
bor movement itself. 

In each capitalist country the “so- 
cialist” parties are today ‘taking, on 
the question of “disarmament,” pre- 
cisely that position which will -fur- 
ther the imperialist aims of “their 
own” capitalist governments. Thus, 
Norman Thomas, candidate of the 
Socialist Party for president, calls 
the Kellogg scheme “if sincerely 
meant, and followed up, an impres- 
sive psychological: weight in world 
opinion on the side of peace.” Ram- 
say MacDonald, head of the Social- 
Democrats of England, also gave his 
endorsement of this war manoeuver 
of the imperialist Kellogg. The So- 
cialist Party of the United States, 
like the so-called socialist parties of 
all Europe, endorse the League of 
Nations, which is the Apfkalist in- 
ternational, fighting and slandering 
the Union of Socialist Soviet Re- 
publics, psychologically preparing 
such yworkers as may be under its 
influence to support the imperialist 
United States government in its 
coming war to destroy the Union of 
Socialist Soviet Republics. 

A Different World from that of 1914 

The coming war, however, will 
break upon a world vastly different 
from the world of 1914, a world 
much more favorably situated for 
the transformation of imperialist 
war into revolutionary war for the 
liberation of the masses.

TO “WATCH STEP” 


Threatened ier His 
Activity in Porter Case 


An unsigned letter from Butte, 
Montana, addressed to Paul Crouch, 
in care of the Daily Worker, warns 
the young Communist that he had 
better “watch his step” on account 
of his interest in the fight for John 
Porter’s release. 

The threatening letter, as written 
and punctuated, reads: 

„Montana 
„Paul Crouch: 

„J note where you DEMAND the 
release of John Porter if the Bosses 
dont seem to wish to care for your 
DEMANDS what are you going to 
do about it.... You I suggest 
watch your step or you will go 
where John Porter I hope will go.

turn the Chinese butchers undertake to pay | 
their Wall Street protectors in the blood of 
China. 

By the treaty the American eagle not merely | 
extends its protecting wings over the bloody 


-...Nanking reactionaries who have slaughtered 


tens of thousands of workers and peasants, but 
gains substantial advantages over its rivals 
in the struggle for Chinese markets. The eagle 
extorts a heavy price for its protection. 

In return for hypocritical phrases about 
tariff autonomy, the United States secures the 
abolition of the likin, or internal tax, which 
Chinese provincial war lords hitherto levied 
against foreign goods crossing the provincial 
borders within China. The United Statés—in 
spite of the eulogies in the capitalist press— 
makes ho tangible concession whatever. The 
only concession is “recognition”. by the 
strongest imperialist bully among those who 
are maneuvering for the best chances’ to make 
a subject colony of China, The treaty provides 
against a discriminatory tariff and as long as 
any other power maintains its present treaty 
no tariff raise is possible. 

While the hypocritical American capitalist 
press tries to cloak the treaty as an act of 
generosity on the part of the United States, 
the Kuomintagg reactionaries in a vain effort 
to delude the Chinese masses point to the 
treaty as evidence of the success of the Nank- 
ing regime in securing tariff “autonomy.” 
The new treaty means nothing of, the kind. 
che imperialist powers, struggling against 

each other, are unwilling to grant tariff auto- 
nomy. The Nanking war lords will not fight 
for concessions from their imperialist masters. | 

The tariff treaty between the United States 
and the Nanking regime is certain to sharpen 
the differences between the imperialist powers 
in their scramble for spoils in China. It intensi- 
fies the danger of an imperialist war far 
greater in scale than the one which started 


August 4, 1914 and which shook the capitalist | 


system to its foundations.

Veil Stripped. 
E veil is stripped from the 
hypocritical capitalist democracy 
serving as the most cunning, pow- 
erful, ruthless strikebreaking agency 
in the world—the strikebreaking 
United States government. The 
party makes clear its position as an 
advocate of the building of a na- 
tional mass labor party, but at the 
same time emphasizes that it is “a 
dangerous illusion to think that the 
workers can assume power by elect- 
ing more and more members to con- 
gress or executive officials.” 

Our party demands a labor party: 

„Because it considers this 
the first decisive step towards in- 
dependent political action by the 
working class, the first step of 
the workers to break away from 
the parties of the bosses. At the 
same time the Communist Party 
considers it its duty to tell the 
workers frankly that a labor party 
has its limitations and that it will 
not be able to lead the workers 
in their final struggle for their 
emancipation. Only a Communist 

Party can do that.” 
Positioh Clear. 

The Communist position towards 
tariff and taxation is made clear in 
the platform. The plight of the ex- 
ploited masses is brought home 
very effectively. Particular stress 
is laid on the oppression of the Ne- 
groes. The party demands the 
abolition of race ‘discrimination and 
stands for full racial, social and 
political equality. The platform de- 
mands, in, part: “Abolition of all 


laws which disenfranchise the Ne-, 


groes on line of color. Abolition of 


all laws forbidding intermarriage 
between persons of different races. 
Abolition of all Jim Crow laws. 
Immediate removal of all restric- 
tions in all trade unions against the 
membership of Negro workers. 
Equal opportunity for employment, 
wages, hours, working conditions for 
Negro. and white workers.” 
Solidarity. 


The platform further draws the 
attention of the workers to the need 
for solidarity of all workingmen, 
native as well as foreign-born, in 
order to resist the attacks on the 
foreign-born workers, which attacks 
are only part of the general offen- 
sive against the whole working 
class. 

The status of working women and 
working youth and an immediate 
program to meet these conditions 
are outlined in the platform. 


In discussing the prohibition 
question, the platform brands aleo- 
holism as “one of the most terrible 
social diseases of capitalist society.“ 
It declares further that “only the 
overthrow of capitalism will sweep 
away the despisable bootlegging in- 
dustry and the equally despicable 
corrupt, hypocritical prohibition en- 
forcement.” 

The platform then declares: 

“1. The Workers (Communist) 
Party favors the of the 
Volstead Act and the 18th Amend- 
ment. . ; 

“2. Dissolution of the federal 
and state prohibition enforcement 
a hparatus. 

“3. Energetic propaganda 
againsf alcoholism as one of the 
most malignant social diseases 
under capitalism.”
